REMARKS 



Applicant respectfully agrees with the Advisory Action- mailed on November 20, 
2009 (hereinafter, "Advisory Action") that indicates the allowance of Claims 75-86, 88 
and 89. Further, Applicant respectfully responds to the remarks within the Advisory 
Action stating: "[t]he drawings of Figs. 8-10 and the specification amedment [sic] filed 
on 5/14/04 raise new matter to the specification and will not be entered" (Advisory 
Action, page 2). This statement, in context within the Advisory Action, appears to be 
requiring Applicant to cancel or redact Figures 8-10 and the amended portions of the 
specification (made on May 14, 2004) from the specification. 

Applicant respectfully asserts that the requirement to cancel or redact Figures 8- 
10 and the amended portions of the specification in order to place the application in 
condition for allowance is unwarranted and nonsensical to Applicant. Nowhere in patent 
law are figures that are correct in form required to be redacted from a specification in 
order to place an application in condition for allowance. 

Applicant also respectfully points out that the Office Action mailed on September 
1, 2009 also indicated the allowance of Claims 75-86, 88 and 89 and the acceptance of 
the drawings. On October 23, 2009, Applicant filed an Office Action Response with 
cancelled claims 1-74 and 87, and presented Claims 75-86, 88 and 89 in condition for 
allowance. 

Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests that the statement regarding the 
drawings of Figures 8-10 and the specification amendment filed on May 14, 2004 be 
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withdrawn. Additionally, Applicant respectfully asserts that Claims 75-86, 88 and 89 are 
in condition for allowance and therefore the application is in condition for allowance. 
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CONCLUSION 



Based on the remarks and amendments presented above, Applicant respectfully 
submits that Claims 75-86, 88 and 89 are in condition for allowance. Applicant again 
wishes to thank the Examiner for indicating the allowance of Claims 75-86, 88 and 89.
